Since 1954 we have expanded the scope of our briefings and to dajte kx we have 
briefed a total of 152 officers under this program. 


7. The wide geographical representation included in the class, officers are prewent 
from Europe, the Pacific, Panama, Alaska and throughout the US, indicates that 
the Defense Department considers rautuallity of understanding 4 very worth while 
and a goal to he achieved. 

8. An appreciation of the fact, might be stressed, that reports have reached Mr. 
Dulles, continually for the two weeks, concerning this group’s interest, sincere 
concentration and particlaption. 

9. ^he students, \Jien they return to their respective assignments throughout the 
world, will be better able to meet their day-to-day problems concerning the 
relationship of the Department of Defense and the CIA. 


10. It is realized that should oar relations 1 dps concerning our wartime roles 

become a fact , our task of working out the extremely complex details, prabably 
under adverse circumstances, will be made easier because of this series of 
annual briefing courses. We are confident that the problems can be solved and 
that such particiaption as demonstrated by the class will he a contributing 


factor.
